Carefully copying this information into a family tree I noticed William's 
mother's maiden name was Smith. There is no Scott ancestor but later, 
William's nephew, Benjamin Smith Bailey, married Elizabeth Margaret 
Scott in 1841. That could be where Smith got changed to Scott. 

William S. Bailey was the son of Benjamin Bailey and 2 nd wife Mary 
Smith. 

Benjamin b. 1760 was the son of James Bailey and 2 nd wife Rachel 
Berry. 

James b. 1721 was the son of James Bailey and Hannah Wood. 

James b. 1680 was the son of John Bailey and Mary Mighill 
John b. 1641 was the son of James Bailey and Lydia Emery 
James b. 1612 was the son of Godfrey Bailey and Elizabeth Emery 
Godfrey b. 1590 was the son of Christopher Bailey and Elizabeth Berie 
daughter of Johannis Berie and Elizabeth Goob. 

Godfrey Bailey, son of Christopher Bailey and Elizabeth Berie, was born 
Aug 30, 1590 in Almondbury, West Yorkshire, England. Almondbury is 
more or less 60 miles west of Seaton Ross, East Riding, Yorkshire where 
I've traced Walker/Harper branch to early 1700.

Spencer's 1850 farm census was: 

Darby Twp., Union County, Ohio 

Value of the farm was $800. 2 horses, 2 cows, 11 sheep and 2 swine. 
He had 1,000 bushels of Indian corn and 50 bu. oats. The value of his 
livestock was $100 and value of farm implements $50. He farmed 57 
acres. 

Laura's children: 

Alonzo Moody Bailey lived in Illinois and married Francis Grow. After she 
and the baby died he married Esther Prescott, mother of all the children, 
then Sylvinia Curtis; divorced, and Elizabeth Knight. 

Lyman married Mariah Impson in Union Co., Ohio but they moved to 
Sheffield, Iowa by 1854. 

William married Minerva Jones in 1855. 

Mary Holycross married George Allen, Lavinnia Bailey Married Edmond 
Doty Smith and they all lived near Laura in 1860. 

Jane lived at home in 1860 and was described in 1870 census as idiotic, 
living in the County Infirmary, Paris, Union County, Ohio. She was 35 
years old. 
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Laura and Spencer are not in the 1870 census or any census after 1860. 
I can't find them buried in Ohio or Virginia at this time. They would have 
been about 60 years old in 1860. update 1/20/2016 page 14

Typed as handwritten. Lavinnia Bailey Smith was Laura's daughter 
by William Scott Bailey. Since Spencer was not named he must have been 
dead already. I wish there would have been a list of her property. I will 
look for a plat map and for a burial. 


The name Scott is most likely not William’s middle name even though it’s used consistently 
in genealogical research.

The Man Who Carried a Drum: 10S War Letters and Love Letters of a Ch it War

Harvey had good reason to be anxious for news from home. Whilst his family members 
were not in direct danger from the war itself life was difficult on the home front and 
posed its own unique challenges. Correspondence details the hardships faced by Harvey’s 
family while he was away : including maintaining his farm, raising his boys : dealing with 
cold and drought, managing money, and, most frightening, enduring outbreaks of 
sickness. These letters are Filled with descriptions of both Harvey’s health and that of Ms 
family, neighbors, and friends. Central Ohio was plagued over the war years by outbreaks 
of scarlet fever, diphtheria, consumption, smallpox, diarrhea, and whooping cough. Life 
was difficult and fragile not just for the soldiers, but for the settlers as well. On April 2, 

IS64, Harvey’s brother Alonzo writes to him about the suffering in their community: 
Your letter gave us the great ful information of your good health.... There has ben some 
sickness here and some have died.... Spencer Holy cross is dead....Doc. Hayne is very 
sick. Jona Marshall has lost two daughters with Erysipylis. Iona’s oldest son George 
Marshall’s wife is in a bad state of health - is rather insane.-'We are in common health, 
the most of us. My Clara had a chill today. Had had one before, but she has gotten over it 
and is around - as perk as usual. Hope she won’t have it long. ..I am mistaken. Jona’s 
girls died of Diptheria. Your boys are as well as common. - 


Spencer must have died a few weeks before Laura. Both would have been in their early 
60 ’s. 

“There has been some sickness here and some have died.Spencer Holycross is 

dead...Doc Hayne is very sick.” 
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census and the 1860 inhabitant census, there are enough of the same people as neighbors. It is assumed his daughter, Mary 
Allen, inherited this property from her mother in 1864. Spencer's name is on the 1877 map. Mary Holycross owns two parcels of 
land farther north in Darby Twp. Is she Mary Allen?
